Federal prosecutors are preparing 
a report for Atty. Gen. Edward H. 
L6vi detailing four decades of petty 
corruption and abuse of power at ie 
highest levels of the FBI, The Wash- 
ington Star has learned. ^ 

However, it was understood that a 
final decision on whether to recom- 
mend prosecutions involving present 
and former upper-echelon FBI offi- 
cials is at least a month or more 
away. - ij-.r 

The first part of the report being 
prepared is said to cite an alleged 
pattern of financial wrongdoing at 
the bureau's top levels that began, 
during the 48-year reign of . FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover and was 
continued after his death in 1972. 

Sources familiar with the scope of 
the investigation, which started fast 
March, expect from 10 to 20 indict- . 
ments, but other sources indicated 
that those figures are either 
exaggerated or premature. . . 

nr WAS SAID THA'T a number of 
problems have developed with the 
evidence in some of the cases under 
investigation that might make it dif- 
ficult for the government to obtain 
indictments. Also, unless a conspira- ; 
cy case is built, prosecutors will be 
unable to ask for indictments be- 
cause the statute of limitations has 
expired in a number of instances. i 
One possibility said to be uhdcar - 
consideration is the issuance of a 
public report by the Justice DepaH- : 
ment detailing the findings oi^e 
investigation. Such a report, which 
could be released in conjunction with 
grand jury indictments, would give 
new perspective on the ethics and - 
morality at the highest levels at the 
bureau, sources said. —
